Fennd Guilty che Laſt Scion; ar che OL D-BATL }. of W:itul 
Maurrther . was Execatcd ar Tyburn on Friday, furs :4, 1689, with 
ail the Circumltauces that attended ms Pious ana Excinpiar LCp4is 
cure out of thi> Lite, into an Erernal Scare. 


Aptain Charles Halſinzhan having taixen his Tryal at the See5ns- Houſe In 
the 01d-Baily, upon Three Indictments. The Firit, for killing one Mr. 
Carr on the 28th. of December laſt, by giving him ſeveral mortal Bruiles. 
The Second,ior killing Jowz Storer. by giving him a mortal Wound with 
a Rapier in the Belly on the 29th of March laſt. And the Third, for killing Job 
Harbin on the 28th of May, 1688. by giving him a mortal Wound with a Rapier 
under the Armpit, &'c. Upon this being found Guilty of Wilful Murther, and 
Sentence of Death paſfling 1pon him, he was conveyed back to Newgate, where, lor 
a time, he continued not niuich ſenſible of tie deplorable Condition he was in; but 
divers Eminent Miniſters uling {ptritual Applications to ſoften the Hardneſs of his 
cart, he grew more and more afteCted, cloting with their Advice and Counſehaud 
in a ſhort time a wondertui Change viſibly appeared. And alchouzh he expected 
nothing leſs than to dye on the 31 of Hay, when the other Nine Priſoners tuF- 
fercd : Yet to afford him a larger ſpace of Repentance, to make his Peace and Re- 
concilement with Heaven, Their Majeſties were Gractouily pleaſed to allow Im 4 
Reprieve till this Day, when, about Eleven of the Clock inthe Morning , he was 
brought in a Cart to Tyb+rz, the place of Execution, an'i there accompanied by 
Three Miniſters of the Church of Ezglax4, and another Gentle:nan, who cujny to 
conſolate him in his laſt Exigency and Paſſage to another Lite, when ( beivore is 
FExecationer had unbound him, the Sheriffs Officers having charge to take care Fliis 
Body, as to its being delivered to his Friends 1n order to its Interment } Mr. M4 /r, 
one of the Miniſters, asKed him, How he found himſelf 2s to the [+tilemeat of his w1nd 
for Death, and a future Eftate ? Pointing to the Beam, and bidding lim lo9k won 
tha t, which 13 4 [bort time would be inſtrumenta! 17 ſe /A/2 him into Lteraity,. to np- 
pear before the great God, the Jude of all the Earth, from whom no Sccreis arghid. 
And then proceeded to exhort him to a true and ſincere Repentance, 7 hat, hi 2 at 
and manifold Sins might find a place for Paraon and Forgiveneſs; And that hes vile 
as he was, by ſinning agaiaſt fo nench light and knowleace, might be waſhed angroltz cd 
(rom hw crying Sins, 1a the Blood and through the Merits of Teſus Chriſt, aeſtrins h ps 
to bear up in bis Aflitions, and in his Sufferings own. his Vilensſs, and gitie Gly to 
God, proceeding fervently to pray that God of his infinite Mercies and Compton 
towards Sinnners, would look upon and flrengthen him to bear patient! the: lgats by 
was about to ſuffer. bl. ; rn ml 
Afrer thele and the like Expreſſions. and Prayers, he earneſtly deſired; tht Prove 
ers of the People ; and the Miniſters read ſundry Comtortabie Expticfiions; #iyita- 
ble te the ſad Occaſion, out of the Commnn-Prazer. Book, &c.. And they irate 324m 
ro unburcthen his Conſcience, and not (conceal any thing rhar lay hea poi his 
Mind, or might hinder him from looking up with a ftediait Fajch, and ATayggoge 
in God's Mercy, through Jeſus Chriſt. To which; with ſome Sighs, he #egize! 
in general terms, That he hadveen a preat Sinner, and h14 been much carried awanwy 
Evil Company,a:ftring the SpecFators to 192% upon him as a-aeplorable Spectacle wj—99's 
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Tnfeuce, and totake warninr? ty himas being ent off inthe Flower of his Toith, trip, 
te micht be ant | . xXammple to then ana other 5, hew thcy werit 03118 4 ennrfe { 1H: 

Being after this, and a Prayer made tor itrengrnening him, and the linplort; 
God's Mercy towards his Precious and Iminortal Soul, demanded, 1 he kad 
more ſatisfaction to give the People, asto his Lite, Conveclation, and Penitence , 
he deſired a Paper might be taken out of his Pocket, ſaying, 7 hat was al be th 1ugh; 
fit to leave behind hi; z and not being capable of reading it with an auJihle Voice 
by reaſon of the Faintneſs his condition had reduced him to, Mr. I? rod ; 
The Heads and Subitance of which was, v:z. 

That he did heartily and unfeignedly acknowledge his many and heinous Trar 
orcſhons againſt God and Man, and was fully Convittcd of the danger of tf 
{malle{t Sin, but that he had been guilty of many Sins, ani drawn away orhers 
commit the like, but begged hearty Pardon of Go!1l, and all that he had imyurec 
hoping they all, that heard his being brought toa ſhametul and 1gnominous Deatt 
by the Juſt Judgment of the Almighty's Sutterance, would walk more circum 
ſp:Qtly, and apply their time to mare their Perce, betore they were hurried ou 
of the World, deliring God would open their Eyes and turn t1cir Hearts; bes 
ing Pardon of thoſe he had injur'd by ſhedding Innocent Blood, Imploring it in:zht 
not be laid to his Charge. And that he had Bleſſed God that he had given him a 
time to Repent, when he had hurried others out of the World, without any ſuch 
ſpace or opportunity ; defiring the Audirors to make Good of the precious opnor- 
tunity put into their hands, left ſome of them m:ght be 1n ke mannver Carried out 
of the World, without time to Repent. Praying there: ior the King and Queen's 
Majeſties by Name ; as alſo tor the Weltare, Settlement, and Tranquility of the 
Narion,deſiring God to Bleſs the CH''RCH of ENGLAND,of whom he confelled 
himſelf a Member, and concluded the Paper with a Ptous and hearty Praver, &&c, 

The Paper being read, he was Prayed with,and delired to forgive all People that 
had any ways injured him, and ask Forgivenels of thole he had injured, which he 
did with an audible Voice, and then proceeded to make a Confeſſion of his Faith 
10 the Apoſtles Creed. After this ſeveral Paſſages were aga'n repeated! ont of the 
Common Prayer, and in conſideration he ſtood upon the brink of the Grave, and 
might truly be termed a Dying Man , the Pray nfod at the Filtration of the Sick 
was oy with other Conſolation ; and being ſubject to ſome }ttle Fainting under 
this great Tryal, he was ſupported a little by a Perſon that was in the Care to af: 
fiſt, yet the Miniſter at his Inſtance, declared that it was not through the fear of 
Death, for his Life having been all along Martial, the fear of Death, as it wag 
meerly ſo, was beneath him, but the ſenſe of his Sins had broken him under the 
{enſe of God's Wrath and Diſpleaſure, which he might juttly tear, did not the 
Ereatnels of his Mercy interpoſe. However, there was hopes of ParJon and Sal- 
vation to Sinners, upon a true and fincere Repentance, minding him of 37x 
Magaalen and others ; and after diversother Prayers tor confirming him in this 
his great Extremity, he kiſſed and embraced the Miniſters, and prep:red himfzlf 
for Death, not deſiring a Pſalm, tho? it was offered, leſt ir might diſcompols him, 
as being now ſolemnly fixed upon Thoughts of Eternity, and appearing before the 
Dreadtul Tribunal, cc. Being bid by one of the Miniſters to fay at his goinz of, 
Lord into thy bands I recommen#4 my Spirit, Lord receive my Sou! he continued fo 
todo after the Cap was drawn over hts Eyes, till the Cart drew away. | 

In Summ, his Penirence «nd Behaviour was ſuch, that he drew Fears from moſt 
of the Eyes of the Sx eQators. As for his Quality, he wasa Gentl:man born, ad 
had very good Education, giving himſelf up to Marrial Exploits,confefitng his too. 
much Paſſion and Raſhneſs had been the occaſion of the Bloodſhed, without any 
Malice or Deſign. He was cut off it the Flower of his Age, notexccr.itng Thirty 
Years, being a very proper and comely Perſon ; and his' Corps w?s put in a 
Mourning Coftin, and carricd back in a Coach, in order to his Interment.
